Hoy  friends  and  girl  friends 
have  been  brought  Into  the 
home  as  ‘"brothers”  and  "sis- 
ters." Visitors  are  now  re- 
atrirfed  lo  parent*  only. 

Some  45  per  cent  of  the  Juve- 
niles sent  to  the  home  are  older 
than  16  years.  "These  so-called 
Juveniles  are  Just  a bunch  of 
hoodlums."  he  said. 

Worst  offenders  are  those  of 
15  year*  of  age  or  over  who 
have  quit  school.  They  can't 
or  won't  get  work  and  do  noth- 
ing all  day. 

Objectives  of  the  home  are 
being  defeated  by  ihe  older.  Ir- 
responsible boys  and  girl*  who 
pass  on  criminal  Information  to 
Ihe  younger  offenders.  The 
youngsters  tend  to  worship  the 
oldpr  hoodlums. 

Number  of  offenders  sent  to  and 
I the  home  has  n*en  each  year 
from  34  in  the  last  eight 
month*  of  1947,  when  the  home 
wa*  opened,  to  125  so  far  this 
year  with  many  more  expected 
over  the  Christmas  period.

Important  Development 


Announcement  by  woodward 
Store**,  Ltd.,  that  it  ha*  been  gather- 
ing options  on  downtown  property  in  the 
region  of  the  City  Hall  while  considering 
a $.5,000,000  store  construction  program 
to  citrrv  out  its  final  plans  for  Victoria 
held  chief  interest  In  the  business  life  of 
the  community  yesterday.  Confirmation 
of  preliminary  discussions  with  the  City 
by  representatives  of  Woodward  Stores, 
Ltd.,  lias  been  furnished  by  Mayor  P.  B. 
Seurrah.  on  behalf  of  a civic  corporation 
which  of  course  would  be  vitally  con- 
cerned if  the  development  proceeds. 

As  we  understand  it,  no  definite  offer 
has  yet  been  made  to  the  City  for  its 
extensive  holdings  in  improved  and  vacant 
property  within  the  confines  of  the  pro- 
posed site.  These  would  include  the  City 
Hall  itself,  the  fireball,  market  building 
and  adjoining  yards;  hut  not  the  police 
station  nor  city  property  west  of  that. 
Substantially,  however,  the  space  said  to 
lie  desired  'would  i>e  the  equivalent  of 
several  city  blocks.  The  negotiations 
apparently  have  proceeded  to  the  point 
where  there  has  been  discussion  on 
appraisal  values  with  respect  to  what  ^the 
Citv  owns  in  the  area,  and  the  City 
appears  to  be  the  principal  properly 
owner  concerned.  In  that  it  is  in  a posi- 
tion of  some  strength  as  negotiations 
continue. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  a 
S5, 000,000  departmental  store  develop- 
ment in  what  is  at  present  one  of  the 
oldest  portions  of  the  downtown  section 


of  the  community  would  be  of  tremendous 
stimulus  to  Victoria.  It  would  fill  in  the 
retail  section  of  Douglas  Street  as  nothing 
else  perhaps  could.  It  would  integrate 
this  older,  centtal  part  of  the  community 
wjlh  the  new  construction  which  has 
taken  place  in  many  directions  elsewhere. 
It  would  demonstrate  a confidence  in  ihe 
future  of  Victoria  in  a very  practical 
fashion.  Also,  if  the  scheme  goes  ahead, 
it  would  restore  to  the  city’s  tax  rolls 
some  outstandingly  valuable  property 
with  the  improvement  of  City  revenues 
to  that  extent.  On  its  face,  the  project 
seems  both  progressive  and  timely. 

It  can  be  assumed  that  the  proposition 
is  entering  the  trading  stage  now.  In  this 
the  City  will  have  its  previous  experience 
with  conditional  agreements  relating  to 
future  construction  in  mind,  as  well  as 
the  extensive  degree  of  relocation  such 
a transfer  mast  imply  for  itself.  The  old 
City  Hall,  fireball,  public  market  with 
some  Other  buildings  and  holdings  would 
be  gone,  and  Victoria  would  have  a heavy 
building  program  on  its  hands.  Under 
favorable  settlement  terms  there  could  be 

freet  opportunity  for  Victoria  in  that, 
t would  have  some  cash  in  hand  for  a 
start  on  its  building,  and  fresh  annual 
revenues  to  help  amortize  new  debt  in 
connection  with  a relocation  program.  Ln 
principle  the  proposal  sounds  like  the 
most  Interesting  one  advanced  to  the  City 
Hall  in  years,  but  until  a direct  offer 
is  received  its  merits  cannot  be  fully 
weighed. 


Flouting  the  Law 


w/HAT  happens  when  governing  bodies 
sV  to  regulate  store  hours  is  illus- 
trated afresh  by  the  situation  over  Christ- 
mas shopping.  The  Municipal  Act  does 
not  allow  late  store  opening  but  the  city 
council  has  been  advised  nevertheless 
that  if  it  passes  a resolution  relaxing 
closing  restrictions  merchants  will  not  be 
prosecuted.  That  Is  to  say  the  council 
is  invited  to  flout  the  law. 

It  is  obviously  very  much  in  the  public 
interest  that  during  the  Christmas  season 
stores  should  be  allowed  to  remain  open 
beyond  the  normal  limit*.  Shopping  w'ould 
be  chaotic  otherwise.  In  that  respect  the 
blind  eve  may  be  justified.  The  alterna- 
tive would  he  to  call  the  Legislature  Into 
special  session  at  once  in  order  to  change 
the  Municipal  Act;  either  that  or  carry 
out  the  law  as  It  stands.  Neither  of  these 
courses  Is  advisable.  The  first  one  is  ouf 
of  the  question  because  of  expense  and 
inconvenience,  and  the  second  would 
create  hardship  to  merchants  and  shop- 
pers alike. 

It  can  be  argued  that  it  is  simply  a 
matter  of  withholding  prosecution  and 
that  there  are  precedents.  Policemen 


sometimes  warn  traffic  offenders  rather 
than  prosecute  them,  using  their  judg- 
ment according  to  the  facts  of  the  case. 
The  Lord’s  Day  Act  is  not  always  pur- 
sued automatically.  In  other  instances 
law  enforcement  officials  temper  adminis- 
tration with  regard  to  intent  or  mistake, 
and  with  recognition  of  the  public  weal. 
The  difference  is  that  they  do  not  gener- 
ally advise  people  in  advance  how  to 
dodge  the  law. 

The  government  made  a bloomer  ln 
its  Municipal  Act,  and  no  doubt  this  point 
will  Ik?  corrected  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature.  It  will  be  irregular  mean- 
while to  ignore  the  act  but  this  is  now 
unavoidable.  It  is  not  the  Christmas  shop- 
ping detail  that  Is  important,  however, 
but  the  principle  involved.  If  the  govern- 
ment can  set  aside  one  act  it  may  be 
tempted  to  set  aside  some  other  act,  thus 
setting  aside  the  authority  of  the  Legis- 
lature. Christmas  shopping  can  scarcely 
be  curtailed  hut  this  is  the  serious  aspect 
of  the  fix  that  has  arisen.  There  is  a 
lesson  here  for  legislators  and  that  is  to 
leave  the  hours  of  store  opening  and 
closing  alone;  public  patronage  should  be 
allowed  to  determine  this. 


New  Low  in  ‘Politics’ 


EVENTS  leading  up  to  the  appointment 
of  a counsel  to  the  Sloan  Commission 
inquiring  into  allegation*  against  a former 
minister  of  the  Crown  have  been  twisted 
out  of  recognition  in  what  looks  like  a 
calculated  campaign  to  impugn  the  integ- 
rity of  Attorney-General  Bonner. 

Readers  of  statements  attributed  to 
various  person*  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  inquiry  must  be  bewil- 
dered a*  to  who  appointed  whom,  and 
for  what  reason*,  ft  is  clear  now,  how- 
ever, that  deliberate  attempts  of  which 
misrepresentation  and  false  premises  were 
ingredients  have  been  made  to  construct 
a semblance  of  political  favoritism  on  the 
part  of  the  attorney-general.  In  the  pro- 
cess Chief  Justice  Sloan  was  misled.  Inten- 
tionally or  otherwise,  as  to  one  phnst*  of 
developments  in  Vancouver,  with  some 
consequent  embarrassment  to  the  judge 
personally.  That  is  one  of  the  most 
reprehensible  aspects  of  the  whole  sordid 
campaign. 


The  fact*  of  the  appointment  as  pre- 
sented by  this  paper  yesterday  nre  devoid 
of  the  slightest  implication  of  "politics” 
other  than  as  practised  by  those  whose 
motive  seems  to  be  to  smear  Mr.  Bonner. 
There  la  not  a vestige  of  evidence  that  he 
interfeied  with  the  appointment  tn  any 
way  whatever  or  pven  that  he  had  any 
hand  in  it  except  with  resjiect  to  the 
routine  formalities.  Furthermore  an  un- 
prejudiced examination  discloses  the  fact 
that  the  Vancouver  lawyer  falsely  said 
to  have  been  removed  from  the  office 
of  assistant  counsel  to  the  commission 
by  the  attorney-general  never  had  been 
appointed;  J hat  his  was  merely  one  of 
several  names  mentioned  to  the  chief 
counsel,  with  whom  the  prerogative  of 
selecting  an  assistant  rested. 

In  these  eircumstances  the  campnign 
directed  against  the  attorney-general  is 
contemptible — the  more  so  since  it  may 
have  served  to  lessen,  without  the  slender- 
est thread  of  cause,  respect  for  the  com- 
mission itself.

The  report  demanded  that  NATO  main- 
tain a minimum  of  .10  division*.  equipped 
with  tactical  atomic  weapon*  and  covered 
by  adequate  air  forces. 

The  smaller  countries  have  reason  for 
their  fears  Of  the  15  NATO  countries. 
Norway,  Denmark.  The  Netherlands  Belgium, 
Luxembourg.  France,  Italy  and  Greece  were 
overrun  by  the  German  armies  in  the  Second 
World  War.

LAST  April  Prof.  Olio  Hahn,  presi- 
dent of  the  Max  Planck  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science, 
and  17  other  lead-  M 
ing  West  German 
physicists  an-  “ 
nounced  that  they 
would  not  partui-  ^ -J  ' 

pale  in  any  wav  in 
the  plan  to  provide  • , »

army  with  atomic 
weapons,  nor  aid  in 
their  production, 
testing,  or  u«e,  and  urged  that  the 
federal  government  "expressly  and 
freely"  renounce  the  possession  of 
every  kind  of  atomic  weapon,  tacti- 
cal and  strategic. 

The  federal  government  replied  that 
foreign  policy  was  not  a matter  of 
physical  science;  that  Bonn  was  also 
desirous  of  seeing  the  abolition  of  - 
atomic  weapons  under  international 
control,  and  that  the  physicists  should 
address  themselves  to  their  Interna- 
tional colleague*;

This  Professor  Hahn  soon  did.  In 
July  tie  delivered  a speech  in  Lubeck 
calling  for  a conference  of  physicist*, 
geneticists,  biologists  and  other 
scientists  from  all  countries,  includ- 
ing the  Soviet  Union,  not  to  issue  n 
manifesto  hul  to  discus*  and  devise 
effective  means  of  International  con- 
trol.

He  and  two  associates 
a*  hleved  the  fission  of  uranium  at  the 
end  of  1938  and  published  their  find- 
ing* early  In  1939.  For  this  Professor 
Hahn  was  awarded  the  Nobel  Prize.
